On  a pretty  March  day  a motor  van 
lumbered  onto  the  campus  and  dis- 
gorged 45  large  boxes  shipped  from 
England,  marked  “crockery”.  This 
was,  of  course,  the  Wesleyan  Wedg- 
wood china  ordered  two  years  ago, 
when  our  stocks  of  commemorative 
plates  and  cups  and  saucers  were 
being  depleted. 

The  newest  shipment  from  Stafford- 
shire comes  in  one  color  only,  mul- 
berry, and  in  two  scenes,  the  original 
building  of  Old  Wesleyan,  and  the 
former  Candler  library,  soon  to  be  oui 
Alumnae  Center. 

With  unpacking  and  checking  over 
— not  a piece  broken!  — sales  began 
briskly,  with  seniors  starting  their 
sets  and  others  buying  wedding  and 
birthday  presents.  Increased  costs  re- 
sult in  higher  prices,  says  Frances 
Bruce  Van  Horn,  Alumnae  Director 
Many  decades  ago,  when  Wesleyan 
first  issued  the  china,  in  four  designs 
and  four  colors,  plates  were  $2.25,  as 
were  c-and-c*s.  With  the  years,  and 
inflation,  the  current  listing  is  $6.00 
each,  plus  tax,  shipping  and  handling. 
Orders  may  be  placed  with  the  Alum- 
nae Office.

Disillusionment” 

Address  by  Dr.  William  F.  Quillian 


It  was  a “very  special  occasion”  — special  for  Dr.  William 
F.  Quillian,  who  came  back  to  Wesleyan  on  May  20  as 
Baccalaureate  speaker,  and  special  to  Wesleyan  College, 
which  his  father  had  served  as  president  and  where  young 
Bill  grew’  up,  along  with  his  sister  Christine. 

As  a little  boy  he  sold  magazines  to  the  faculty  and  stu- 
dents; in  1928  he  moved  with  the  family  from  Old  Wes- 
leyan out  to  Rivoli,  his  father’s  “dream”  come  true.  At  18  he 
entered  Yale,  went  on  to  marry  the  daughter  of  the  president, 
and  eventually  to  become  president  of  Randolph-Macon  Wo- 
men’s College,  in  Lynchburg,  Va.,  and  a recognized  Ameri- 
can educator. 

The  first  task  of  education  is  to  bring  disillusionment, 
said  the  speaker.  “Not  in  a cynical  or  ultimately  despairing 
sense,  but  rather  in  becoming  aware  of  the  flimsiness  of  our 
pretensions  both  to  virtue  and  goodness  (as  in  Camus)  and 
also  to  knowledge  (as  in  Plato). 

“Some  students  foolishly  conclude  that  they  are  edu- 
cated when  they  reach  this  first  stage.  Having  had  some  of 
their  comfortable  ideas  and  beliefs  — in  religion,  economics, 
politics,  concerning  other  cultures,  races  and  nations  — dis- 
turbed, they  make  the  mistake  of  thinking  they  have  come  to 
the  end  of  the  road. 

“The  truth  is  that  they  have  only  begun  the  long  and 
never-ending  road  of  education.  This  becoming  aware  of  the 
illusions  which  all  of  us  acquire  in  our  youtli  is  really  a prep- 
aration for  the  long,  often  difficult,  journey  toward  truth 
— the  second  and,  supreme  goal  of  education,  namely, 
the  cultivation  of  mental  power  . . . 

“I  am  not  much  impressed  by  the  simple  fact  that  one 
has  been  given  a diploma  carrying  with  it  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  or  Bachelor  of  Science.  1 know  that  it  is 
possible  to  qualify  for  such  a diploma  and  degree  without 
any  real  cultivation  of  one’s  mental  pow’er.  And  right  here 
is  one  of  the  greatest  shortcomings  of  our  American  system 
of  education.  Whereas  in  the  schools  of  antiquity,  philoso- 
phers aspired  to  impart  wisdom;  in  modern  colleges  our 
humbler  aim  is  to  teach  subjects. 

“One  of  the  soundest  bits  of  wisdom  for  the  new  college 
graduate  is  found  in  Alfred  North  Whitehead’s  words  from 
The  Juris  of  Education  where  he  writes:  ‘Your  learning  is 
useless  to  you  till  you  have  lost  your  textbooks,  burnt  your 
lecture  notes,  and  forgotten  the  minutiae  which  you  learnt 
by  heart  for  the  examination’  . . . 

“This  is  fine  provided  one  condition  is  met;  it  is  that 
your  college  experience  has  brought  a cultivation  of  mental 
power. 
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What  is  meant  by  mental  powerf  By  this  I am  referring  to 
the  capacity  to  meet  and  to  deal  constructively  and  crea- 
tively with  the  many  challenges  and  uncertainties  which  come 
to  all  of  us.  These  challenges  wdll  confront  you  in  relation 
to  your  citizenship  responsibilities,  in  relation  to  your  role  as 
a wife  or  mother,  husband,  or  in  relation  to  your  role  as  a 
teacher  or  business  man  or  woman  or  doctor  or  nurse  — 
and  in  so  many  other  ways  . . . 

“How  does  such  a cultivation  of  mental  power  take 
place  ? ( 1 ) In  the  first  place,  it  is  not  something  which  some- 
one else  can  do  for  us  or  give  to  us.  The  cultivation  of  men- 
tal power  begins  when  a student  realizes  that  real  learning 
is  a matter  of  discovery.  No  one  can  give  you  an  education, 
no  matter  how  many  items  of  information  one  may  impress 
upon  you.  Rather,  the  educated  person  is  characterized  by 
something  which  has  happened  within  that  person.  He  is  not 
the  one  who  is  a kind  of  walking  encyclopedia  of  facts ; rather, 
the  educated  person  is  one  whose  creative  imagination  has 
been  so  kindled  that  he  sees  not  merely  bare  facts,  but  facts 
invested  with  all  their  possibilities. 

“(2)  Though  no  one  else  can  present  you  with  properly 
cultivated  mental  power,  — this  must  take  place  from  within 
you  — it  is  possible  for  outside  influences  to  afford  some 
stimuli  and  some  direction  which  can  assist  in  this  inner 
growth.  This  is  the  role  played  by  the  great  teacher  — and 
I know  that  you  have  the  opportunity  for  this  kind  of  stimu- 
lus here  at  Wesleyan.  Those  faculty  members  who  wear  their 
learning  with  imagination  are  the  ones  who  inspire  wdthin  us 
that  spirit  of  discovery  which  characterizes  any  true  and  im- 
portant kind  of  learning.  . . I could  hope  for  nothing  better 
from  this  graduating  class  than  that  some  of  you  would  be- 
come just  such  teachers  . . . 

“Education  is  in  the  forefront  of  all  serious  discussions 
about  the  present  and  future  strength  and  quality  of  our  so- 
ciety. Whether  you  realize  it  or  not,  you  along  with  others 
of  your  generation,  will  be  the  leading  participants  in  chart- 
ing the  course  of  education  in  the  years  ahead. 

“There  is  an  absolute  and  unavoidable  rule  which  oper- 
ates in  modern  life:  The  race  which  does  not  value  trained 
intelligence  is  doomed.  No  amount  of  heroism,  no  social 
charm,  no  victories  on  land  or  sea  or  in  the  air  can  or  will 
serve  in  our  day  as  a substitute  for  that  mental  power  which 
is  the  mark  of  the  educated  person  . . . 

“I  congratulate  you  upon  your  graduation  and  1 chal- 
lenge you  to  a never-ending  growth  in  mental  pow’er  with 
the  personal  happiness  and  the  increasing  social  usefulness 
which  this  will  bring.”

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Harllee  Branch,  Jr.,  well  known  educator  and  industrialist, 
spoke  at  annual  Alumnae  Day  Saturday,  May  6,  on  this  subject. 
Here  are  some  of  his  thoughts: 

A serious  crisis  is  currently  confronting  higher  education  in 
this  country  ...  a need  for  cash,  a need  for  confidence, 
a need  for  colleagueship  and  cohesion 

The  50’s  - ’go’s  were  years  of  unprecedented  prosperity  . . . 
Colleges  were  the  darlings  of  government  and  philanthro- 
py; it  was  a heady  time  in  Academe 

With  the  dawn  of  the  ’70’s  the  bubble  suddenly  burst  . . . en- 
rollments declined  . . . with  the  explosion  of  inflation  ex- 
penses soared.  By  ’71,  1500  (two  thirds  of  the  colleges 
and  universities  in  this  country)  were  in  deep  financial 
trouble;  sixty  percent  (private  four-year)  were  operating 
‘‘in  the  red”,  a dozen  closed  down,  while  others  were  in  a 
state  of  “fragile  stability”,  achieved  by  cutting  faculty, 
staff,  and  programs,  increasing  tuition,  closing  buildings, 
deferring  maintenance  (which  may  cut  into  quality  of 
educational  offerings). 

In  1966,  61%  of  Americans  had  confidence  in  education;  this 
has  sunk  to  33%  . . . Anti-intellectualism  raged  in  the 
’50’s,  during  the  McCarthy  era  . . . this  receded  with  Sput- 
nik . . . now  again,  there  is  a resurgence  of  anti-intellec- 
tualism with  the  general  disenchantment  with  the  Es- 
tablishment. We  assume  this  will  pass  away,  but  this  is 
a dangerous  assumption. 

In  the  next  decade  the  biggest  problem  facing  colleges  is  the 
preservation  of  autonomy  and  independence  . . . How  to 
preserve  individuality  in  the  present  homogenization  and 
standardization  of  higher  education?  How  to  preserve 
uniqueness? 

Pressures  will  not  subside  unless  colleges  demonstrate  capaci- 
ties for  self-government,  true  colleagueship,  cohesiveness 
...  it  may  take  Draconian  measures 

Tenure  is  under  attack  in  many  quarters  . . . tenure  is  often 
the  scapegoat  for  those  careless  in  hiring 

To  unionize  or  not  is  the  question  of  faculty  on  many  cam- 
puses . . . proponents  claim  it  would  bring  higher  pay, 
security,  and  prevent  increase  in  teaching  loads  . . . But 
what  becomes  of  professional  pride?  What  will  unioniza- 
tion do  to  campus  cohesion  and  colleagueship? 

I can  assure  you  that  higher  education  is  far  from  a corpse. 
We  can  save  it  with  faith,  courage,  determination  and 
commitment.  Let  us  all  rally  to  its  support.

Add  Majors 

During  the  past  year  some  major 
adjustments  were  made  in  the  cur- 
riculum at  Wesleyan.  In  an  effort  to 
provide  programs  that  are  profession- 
ally oriented,  the  College  has  added 
majors  in  Business  Administration 
and  Pre- Professional  Social  Work. 

The  Business  Administration  major 
will  be  attractive  to  those  young  wo- 
men who  want  to. enter  the  field  of 
business.  The  major  will  prepare  them 
for  graduate  school,  law  school,  exec- 
utive training  programs,  or  business. 

The  Pre- Professional  Social  Work 
major  is  an  interdisciplinary  major 
consisting  of  courses  from  Psychology, 
Sociology,  and  Political  Science.  The 
major  is  aimed  at  those  students  who 
are  interested  in  becoming  involved 
in  social  service  work  in  the  commun- 
ity or  to  continue  their  graduate  edu- 
cation in  the  field  of  social  work. 

One  other  major  was  re-instituted 
during  this  academic  year.  After 
studying  the  feasibility  and  demand 
for  physical  education  at  Wesleyan  it 
was  decided  that  a physical  education 
major  with  emphasis  on  teacher  edu- 
cation would  be  re-introduced  after  a 
year’s  absence  from  the  curriculum.
